A Heavy Loss. 


The wreck on the St. Louis branch 


Saturday, which delayed the urrival of 
the noon mail train in Decatur several 
hours, wns a bad one. It occurred near 
Worden nnd the entire freight train, ex- 
cept the engine,was smashed to splinters. 
The cause of the wreck WHS n burned out 
journal on the sixth car from the engine 
which caused the running off of the 
wheels, letting the axle down to the 
ground, which tore up the tiles and rails 
and ditched the whole train. The train 
contained two empty and sixteen loaded 
cars as follows: Five oars of merchandise, 
seven oars of ice and four oil tanks.

do was then placed upon an insulated 
supporter and communicated to twen- 
ty persons similarly placed from forty 
to fifty shocks in a minute and a half. 
Each ofl'ort made by tho fish was ac- 
companied by a depression of the oyes, 
which wore slightly projecting in their 
natural state, and soomod to bo drawn 
within their orbits, while tho other 
parts of tho body remained Immova- 
ble. 
If only ono of tho two organs 


wore touched, in place of a strong and 
suddon shock, only a slight sensation 
was experienced—a numbness rather- 
than a.shock. 
Tho same result fol- 


lowed with every experiment tried. 
Tho fish was tried with a non-conduct- 
ing roil, and no shock followed; glass 
or a rod covered with wax produced no 
effect; 
touched with metallic wire, 


a violent shook followed. 
A Boston 


physician in making experiments with 
a powerful fish was several times com- 
pletely floored, and when at a distance 
of twelve foct ho struck a fish with a 
gig tho shock was so powerful that ho 
could not release his hold. 


Quito a n umber of electric fishes are 


known, of which tho South American 
gymnotus is undoubtedly tho most 
powerful. 
It is said that they aro 


caught by driving wild mustangs into 
tho water, tho fish..exhausting their 
powers upon thorn, of ton fatally. The 
torpodoos aro then captured-by tho na- 
tives. In all nino different spocios are 
known, throe of tho curious electricians 
belonging to tho ray family. 
One is a 


swordfish, another a catfish, called in 
the Nile country of Egypt ."tho thun- 
der fish," and the third is the electric 
totraodon from Comoro. Tho latter 
gives only a faint shock, but strong 
enough to probably torn a protection 
'from various 
animals.—Philadelphia
